Immigration, 


New  South  Wales  extends  a hearty  welcome  to  the  agricultural 
settler. 


The  New  South  Wales  Government  grants  assisted  passages  to 
desirable  emigrants. 


Assisted  passages  from  the  United  Kingdom — $28.80  to 
$43.20 — are  granted  to  female  domestics. 


Persons  residing  in  New  South  Wales  who  have  their  wives 
and  children  resident  in  the  United  Kingdom  may  nominate 
them  for  assisted  passages.  Brothers  and  sisters,  if  of 
approved  occupations,  may  also  be  nominated. 


There  are  unlimited  openings  for  farm  labourers  in  New  South 
Wales. 


Immigrants  are  met  on  arrival  in  Sydney  by  Government 
officials  and  given  every  advice  and  assistance. 


Immigrants  travelling  to  the  country  districts  pay  only  two- 
third  rates  on  the  railways. 


If  nominated  by  the  husband,  parent,  brother  or  sister,  resident 
in  New  South  Wales,  assistedjpassages  to  residents’of  the 
United  Kingdom  are  granted  as  under  :

The  Immigration  and  Tourist  Bureau  advises  the  man  who 
wants  to  buy  land  where  he  can  obtain  it.

Climate. 


The  climate  of  New  South  Wales  is  one  of  the  most  temperate 
and  uniform  in  the  world. 


At  Sydney  the  mean  Summer  temperature  is  71  degrees  ; the 
mean  winter  temperature  54  degrees — a range  of  only 
17  degrees. 


In  New  South  Wales  the  seasons  are— Spring  : September, 
October,  November.  Summer : December,  January, 
February.  Autumn : March,  April,  May.  Winter : 
June,  July,  August. 


There  are  no  bitter  winters  in  New  South  Wales.  The  vast 
majority  of  the  inhabitants  have  never  seen  snow. 


In  the  North  Coast  of  New  South  Wales  the  annual  rainfall 
averages  from  40  to  70  inches  per  annum. 


In  the  South  Coast  the  annual  rainfall  ranges  from  30  to  60 
inches. 


The  tablelands  enjoy  a rainfall  of  30  to  40  inches. 


The  climate  of  the  tablelands  is  similar  to  that  of  England, 
but  the  winters  are  much  milder. 


On  the  Western  Slopes  the  rainfall  ranges  from  20  inches  to 
30  inches. 


It  is  in  these  well-watered  districts  of  the  State  that  immigrants 
are  invited  to  settle.

The  great  wheat-producing  area  on  the  Western  Slopes  has  a 
rainfall  of  from  17  to  25  inches. 


Ihe  great  Western  Plains,  where  the  rainfall  is  less,  are  given 

o .<  es  to  grazing,  and  they  produce  the  world’s  finest 
merino  wool. 


Sydney  is  the  healthiest  capital  city  in  the  world  ; its  situation 
is  most  charming  and  lends  itself  to  life’s  enjoyment. 


New  South  Wales  eniovs  brilliant  sunshine  all  the  year  round. 
There  are  no  fogs,  blizzards,  or  tornadoes. 


Owing!  to  the  genial  climate,  people  in  New  South  Wales  live 

out  of  doors  much  more  than  is  possible  in  the  United 
Kingdom. 


The  great  natural  salubrity  of  the  country  makes  the  expecta- 
tion of  life  greater  in  New  South  Wales  than  in  the  United 
Kingdom. 


the  climate  of  New  South  Wales  resembles'generally  that  of 
Southern  France  and  Italy. 


WUhal,  New  South  Wales  has  a wide  climate  range  favourable 
to  the  growth  of  all  tropical  and  sub-tropical  products. 


The  famed  resorts  of  the  Mediterranean  seaboard  bear  no 
comparison  with  the  Pacific  slopes  of  New  South  Wales, 
either  for  natural  salubrity  or  mildness  of  summer  and 
winter. 
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Agriculture  and  Settlement, 


The  agricultural  development  ot  New  South  Wales  is  pro- 
gressing with  unexampled  rapidity. 


In  ten  years  the  area  under  crops  in  New  South  Wales  has 
increased  by  over  60  per  cent.  : — 

1903  ...  2,245,839  acres, 

1913  3,737,269  acres. 


The  acreage  under  wheat  for  grain  in  New  South  Wales  has 
increased  by  nearly  2,000,000  acres  since  1903  : — 

1903  1,279,760  acres. 

1913  3,206,600  acres. 


There  were  also  533,446  acres  cut  in  1913  for  wheaten  hay. 


Areas  of  fertile  country,  suitable  for  wheat  and  mixed  farming, 
are  being  thrown  open  every  year  in  New  South  Wales.

In  1913  the  New  South  Wales  exports  of  wheat  and  flour 
oversea  amounted  to  $16,165,850. 


The  area  of  New  South  Wales  is  198,059,000  acres. 


55,000,000  acres  of  Crown  land  have  been  alienated,  or  are  in 
process  of  alienation. 


About  130,000,000  acres  are  leased,  mostly  for  pastoral  pur- 
poses. 
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Agriculture  and  Settlement— continued. 


Large  areas  are  resumed  from  time  to  time  from  private 
owners  for  the  purposes  of  agricultural  settlement. 


On  31st  March,  1914,  100,000  holdings  of  1 acre  and  upwards 
were  occupied  for  farming  or  pastoral  purposes. 


About  60,000  of  the  holdings  were  cultivated. 


90  per  cent,  of  the  alienated  land  is  occupied  by  the  owners. 
Only  10  per  cent,  is  rented  from  private  owners. 


On  31st  March,  1913,  the  total  area  under  all  crops  was 
3,737,269  acres. 


38,043,380  bushels  of  wheat  were  produced,  which  meant  about 
.$30,000,000  in  the  pockets  of  the  farmers. 


Of  the  3,737,269  acres  under  all  crops  in  1912-13,  2,500,000 
acres  were  devoted  to  grain  crops,  and  947,000  acres  to  hay. 


In  the  north  of  New  South  Wales,  bananas,  coffee,  sugarcane, 
and  passion-fruit  grow  side  by  side  with  potatoes,  cereals, 
tobacco,  onions,  vines,  and  cool-climate  fruits. 


In  ten  years  the  production  of  oats  has  increased  by  1,322,317 
bushels : —

In  ten  years  the  total  value  of  agricultural  production  has  been

New  South  Wales  can  produce  everything  necessary  for  man’s 
sustenance  and  comfort. 


The  products  range  from  tobacco  to  barley  ; from  champagne 
to  coffee  ; from  mangoes  to  strawberries  ; from  cotton 
to  silk  and  olives ; from  ostrich  feathers  to  castor  oil. 


From  an  average  annual  area  of  200,000  acres,  an  average 
yield  of  over  28  bushels  of  maize  per  acre  has  been 
obtained  during  the  last  ten  years. 


Maize  crops,  averaging  from  40  to  60  bushels  per  acre,  are 
not  uncommon. 


Vineyards  flourish  in  New  South  Wales. 


From  4,000  to  5,000  acres  are  planted  with  wine-grapes,  pro- 
ducing from  800,000  to  1,000,000  gallons  of  wine  annually. 


Nearly  15,000  acres  are  planted  with  sugar-cane,  producing  an 
annual  crop  of  more  than  140,000  tons. 


The  native  trees  of  New  South  Wales  secrete  rich  stores  of 
choice  honey. 


Since  1898  the  average  yield  of  honey  per  hive  has  ranged 
from  43.2  lb.  to  57.6  lb. 


In  New  South  Wales  there  are  66,730  holdings  of  320  acres 
and  under  ; 14,992  from  321  to  1,000  acres  ; 7,803  from 
1,001  to  10,000  acres  ; 708  over  10,000  acres. 


The  average  size  of  all  New  South  Wales  freehold  farms  is 
590  acres,  and  is  steadily  diminishing. 
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Pastoral  Industry. 


Australia  is  the  world’s  chief  producer  of  fine  wool. 


New  South  Wales  is  the  greatest  wool-producing  State  in 
Australia. 


In  1800  there  were  8,000  sheep  in  New  South  Wales. 


At  the  end  of  1913  the  New  South  Wales  flocks  contained 
40,000,000  sheep. 


The  New  South  Wales  sheep  are  the  improved  outcome  of 
the  choicest  Spanish  strains. 


The  New  South  Wales  wool-clip  in  1912  totalled  326,804,000  lb. 
“ in  the  grease,”  worth  over  $65,000,000  to  the  growers. 


In  ten  years  ended>1912  New  South  Wales  flocks  increased  by 
13,000,000. 


In  1912  there  were  25,727  separate  flocks  of  sheep  in  New 
South  Wales,  and  the  average  size  of  floeks  is  diminishing. 


Six  flocks  contained  over  100,000  sheep  each  ; 53  contained 
from  50,000  to  100,000  ; 803  contained  10,000  to  50,000  ; 
7,092  contained  1,000  to  10,000,  whiist  there  were  17,773 
flocks  each  containing  under  1,000  sheep. 


New  South  Wales  merino  wool  fetches  the  highest  prices  in 
the  world’s  markets. 
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Pastoral  Industry — continued. 


The  average  clip  for  the  whole  of  the  New  South  Wales  flocks 
is  about  8 lb,  per  full-grown  sheep. 


In  1913,  89,459,779  lb.  of  mutton,  valued  at  $6, 079, 390.  were 
exported  from  New  South  Wales 


Frozen  meat  can  be  shipped  from  New  South  Wales  to  Europe 
or  America  for  2£  cents,  per  lb.  This  charge  also  includes 
freezing,  bagging,  insurance  and  exchange. 


Between  1902  and  1912  the  cattle  in  New  South  Wales  increased 
from  1,741,000  to  3,040,800. 


So  suitable  is  the  climate  of  New  South  Wales  for  cattle- 
raising that  housing  of  stock  is  practically  unnecessary, 
even  with  stud  herds. 


The  New  South  Wales  Government  imports  high-class  stud 
bulls  from  Great  Britain,  which  are  leased  to  settlers  at 
a small  fee. 


Stock  in  New  South  Wales  is  practically  free  from  serious 
outbreaks  of  infectious  diseases. 


In  1902  there  were  450,000  horses  in  New  South  Wales  ; lin 
1913  there  were  746,000. 


New  South  Wales  horses  are  famous  for  their  speed  and  en- 
durance. 


As  army  remounts  they  are  unsurpassed  ; a ready  market  is 
always  found  in  India  for  “ Walers.”

The  Butter  production  of  New  South  Wales  is  advancing  by 
leaps  and  bounds. 


The  export  figures  speak  for  themselves

Between  1897  and  1912  the  annual  butter  production  advanced 
from  29,409,966  lb.  to  76,609,528  lb. 


There  were  852,782  dairy  cows  in  New  South  Wales  at  the 
close  of  1912. 


The  rich  flats  of  the  New  South  Wales  Northern  Rivers  are 
unequalled  for  dairy-farming. 


The  production  of  Bacon  and  Hams  in  New  South  Wales  has 
increased  by  over  80  per  cent,  in  ten  years : —

5,454,685  lb.  of  cheese  were  produced  in  New  South  Wales  in 
1912,  as  against  only  2,385,987  lb.  in  1899,  an  increase 
of  over  100  per  cent. 


A new  line  of  railway  is  being  extended  through  dairying 
country,  which  is  now  nearing  completion. 


The  Factory  System  of  Butter-making  is  universal  in  New 
South  Wales  dairying  districts. 


In  the  dairying  districts  there  is  no  need  to  dry  off  the  cows  in 
winter  : theyLare  milked  right  through  the  year. 


Co-operative  Factories  produced  over  60,000,000  lb.  of  butter 
in  1912,  and  Proprietary  concerns  over  15,000,000  lb. 
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Mines  and  Minerals, 


In  1913,  the  value  of  minerals  won  in  New  South  Wales  was 
$58,257,030,  an  increase  of  $15,000,000  on  the  figures  for 

1910, 


Wonderful  advances  have  taken  place  in  the  production  of 
Tin  and  Copper  in  New  South  Wales  ; — 

1897.  1913,

To  the  end  of  1913,  New  South  Wales  has  produced  Mineral 
Wealth  to  the  extent  of  $1,203,788,090. 


The  value  of  the  Gold  won  amounts  to  over  $298,530,000, 


Coal  has  contributed  over  $360,000,000 


Silver  and  Silver-lead  ore  $325,000,000. 


Practically  all  the  valuable  minerals  are  found  in  New  South 
Wales. 


New  South  Wales  also  produces,  in  considerable  quantities, 
alunite,  antimony,  bismuth,  molybdenite,  scheelite,  wol- 
fram and  precious  stones. 


38,880  miners  were  employed  in  New  South  Wales  at  the  end 
of  1913,  as  against  33,695  in  1902. 


During  the  past  twelve  years  $12,500,000  worth  of  Gold  and 
Tin  has  been  recovered  by  dredging. 
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Hines  and  Minerals—  continued. 


The  output  of  Silver,  Silver-lead,  and  Ore  in  New  South  Wales 
during  1913  was  $19,040,625. 


By  far  the  greater  portion  of  this  was  produced  in  the  Broken 

Hill  district  alone. 


During  the  last  seven  years  the  Silver  and  Lead  contained  in 
the  sulphide  ores  mined  in  the  State  were  73.000.000 
fine  oz.  and  1,110,000  tons  respectively. 


The  production  of  Copper  in  New  South  Wales  during  1913 
was  $2,993,665,  an  increase  of  nearly  100  per  cent,  in 

twelve  years. 


Both  Iron  and  Steel  are  manufactured  in  New  South  Wales 
from  the  local  ores. 


The  minimum  quantity  of  Iron-ore  awaiting  treatment  has 
been  estimated  at  53,000,000  tons. 


The  New  South  Wales  Iron  deposits  invariably  occur  in  proxi- 
mity to  Limestone  and  Coal  beds,  and  the  main  lines  of 
railways  pass  through  the  districts  where  the  deposits  are 

most  easily  worked. 


The  Commonwealth  of  Australia  requires  about  25  million 
dollars’  worth  of  Iron  and  Iron-manufactures  annually. 


To  produce  this  large  quantity  of  goods,  the  services  of  over 
30,000  workmen  would  be  required. 


Prior  to  1851,  Coal  was  the  only  mineral  raised  in  New  South 

Wales. 
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Mines  and  Minerals — • continued . 


The  total  quantity  was  583,000  tons,  valued  at  $1,270,000. 


These  figures  have  now  been  increased  to^over  188|  million 
tons,  valued  at  over  $360,000,000. 


Coal  is  distributed  in  New  South  Wales  over  an  area  of  from 
24,000  to  28,000  square  miles. 


The  productive  limit  of  the  Coal  Measures  is  16,550  square 
miles. 


Adopting  a low  estimate,  it  is  calculated  that  there  are  over 
115,300,000,000  tons  of  Coal  still  available  to  be  mined 
in  New  South  Wales.  This  represents  an  asset  to  the 
State  of  $180,000,000,000, 


10,414,165  tons  of  Coal  were  raised  in  New  South  Wales 
during  1913,  and  gave  employment  to  between  18.000 
and  20,000  miners. 


The  output  exceeded  the  previous  year’s  production  by  528,350 
tons.

New  South  Wales  possesses  about  15,000,000  acres  of  forest 
lands,  containing  timbers  of  commercial  importance. 


7,660,000  acres  have  been  examined  and  reserved  for  the 
perpetuation  of  the  timber  supply. 


New  South  Wales  hardwoods  are  the  strongest  timbers  in  the 
world. 


The  ironbarks  possess  the  qualities  of  strength  and  durability 
in  a superlative  degree. 


I he  turpentine  timber  of  New  South  Wales  is  without  an 
equal  as  a teredo-resister. 


Turpentine  piles  standing  in  teredo-infested  waters  for  thirty 
years  have  been  drawn  as  good  as  new. 


The  highest  grades  of  railway  sleepers  and  wood-blocks  for 
street-paving  are  cut  from  New  South  Wales  hardwoods. 


Ironbark  girders  are  almost  fireproof : they  never  crumple  as 
hot  steel  girders  do  when  wetted. 


The  softwoods  of  the  New  South  Wales  coastal  forests  rival 
those  of  any  part  of  the  world. 


Many  of  the  woods  are  beautifully  grained  and  marked,  and 
susceptible  of  the  highest  polish.

New  South  Wales  red  cedar,  rosewood,  onionwood,  silky-oak, 
she-oak,  black-bean,  blackwood,  muskwood,  and  yellow- 
wood  are  amongst  the  timbers  specially  adapted  to  the 
finest  eabinetmaking.

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Production  and  Manufactories. 


In  1912  the  combined  industries  of  New  South  Wales  produced 
8370,500,000,  or  more  than  S205  per  head  of  population. 


This  represents  an  increase  of  8200,000,000,  or  more  than 
100  per  cent,  since  1902. 


In  1912  the  primary  industries  of  New  South  Wales  contributed 

8258,180,000  to  the  national  wealth. 


Agriculture  was  responsible  for  859,085,000  ; Dairying, 

828.790.000  ; Pastoral  pursuits,  897,200,000  ; Minerals, 

556. 145.000  ; and  minor  industries,  810,445,000. 


The  value  added  to  raw  materials  by  various  processes  of 
treatment  during  1913  exceeded  8119,000,000. 


There  were,  on  31st  December,  1913,  5,343  manufacturing 
establishments  in  New  South  Wales,  employing  120,586 
persons. 


In  1903  there  were  3,476  factories  employing  65,633  hands. 


Over  75  per  cent,  of  the  employees  are  males,  and  the  conditions 
of  labour  are  regulated  by  specific  legislation. 


The  value  of  plant  and  machinery  in  1913  was  874,155,000, 
and  the  power  of  the  engines  aggregated  200,000  horse- 
power. 


In  1903  plant  and  machinery  were  worth  835,605,000  only. 


The  wages  paid  in  New  South  Wales  factories  in  1913  amounted 

to  863,385,000. 
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Trade 


In  1913  the  oversea  trade  ot  New  South  Wales  was  §325,952,000, 
or  §180  per  head. 


Between  1901  and  1913  the  oversea  trade  of  New  South  Wales 
has  increased  from  less  than  §179,000,000  to  over 
§325,000,000,  or  nearly  100  per  cent. 


During  the  same  period  the  average  trade  per  head  of  popula- 
tion increased  from  §130  to  §180. 


The  oversea  trade  of  New  South  Wales  in  1913  showed  an 
increase  of  nearly  §18,000,000  over  that  of  1911. 


The  total  oversea  exports  from  New  South  Wales  in  1913  were 
§164,198,945,  the  imports,  §161,753,315. 


Besides  the  oversea  trade,  New  South  Wales  also  carries  on 
an  immense  Interstate  trade. 


The  total  Oversea  and  Interstate  trade  of  New  South  Wales 
during  1913  approximated  §500,000,000.

In  1913  New  South  Wales  imports  from  the  United  States  were 
valued  at  $21,257,705  ; from  Belgium,  $5,348,350  ; from 
Japan,  $2,320,285;  from  France,  $1,550,250. 


The  chief  imports  into  New  South  Wales  in  1913  were  : — 
Textile  fabrics,  and  dress  and  manufactured  fibrous 
materials,  $31,223,505  ; metal  manufactures,  $10,210,995; 
iron  and  steel,  $7,707,405;  machines  and  machinery, 
$12,375,140.

Wool  was  first  exported  to  England  in  1803;  in  1913, 
158,499,290  worth  was  exported. 


New  South  Wales  exported  813,616,045  worth  of  Wheat  and 
§2,549,805  worth  of  flour  in  1913. 


New  South  Wales  mineral  exports  include  enormous  quantities 
of  copper  matte,  copper  ore,  coal  and  coke,  lead,  silver 
and  silver-lead  ore,  and  minor  minerals. 


Cold  storage  throws  open  the  world’s  markets  to  New  South 
Wales  mutton  and  butter. 


21,957,516  lb.  of  butter,  worth  84,990,715,  were  exported  from 
New  South  Wales  in  1913. 


In  1896  only  8512,510  worth  was  exported. 


The  export  of  frozen  mutton  for  1913  was  valued  at  86,079,390. 


Thirteen  years  previously  it  was  only  §1,986,200. 


During  the  thirteen  years  ending  1913  the  trade  of  New  South 
Wales  totalled  84,555,000,000. 


New  South  Wales  has  a greater  trade  per  head  of  population 
than  any  other  country  outside  Australia. 
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Population  & Vital  Statistics. — 

The  population  of  New  South  Wales  has  been  increased  by 
more  than  a million  in  thirty-two  years — 815,000  in 
1882,  whilst  to-day  it  is  1,844,985. 


The  area  of  New  South  Wales  is  310,367  square  miles,  and 
there  are  still  only  five  persons  per  square  mile. 


Nearly  the  whole  of  the  population  of  New  South  Wales  is  of 
British  extraction;  only  21  per  cent,  are  foreign-born. 


There  are  110  males  to  each  100  females  in  New  South  Wales. 


Sydney  is  the  greatest  city  in  Australasia— its  population  is 
725,400. 


New  South  Wales  offers  health  and  long  life  ; its  death-rate 
(11.18  per  1,000)  is  probably  the  lowest  in  the  world. 


No  deadly  scourge  has  ever  become  epidemic  in  New  South 
Wales  ; diseases  introduced  have  been  speedily  suppressed. 


New  South  Wales  is  an  ideal  place  for  children-  sunny  skies 
and  balmy  breezes — the  infantile  mortality  rate  being 
exceedingly  low. 


Serious  outbreaks  of  children's  diseases  are  practically  unknown 
in  New  South  Wales. 
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Population  and  Vital  Statistics—  contcl. 


The  annual  population  increase  in  New  South  Wales  is  steadily 
rising  : li  per  cent,  increase  in  1899,  2 per  cent,  in  1908, 
2i  per  cent,  in  1909,  2f  per  cent,  in  1910,  3f  per  cent, 
in  1911,  and  4^  per  cent,  in  1912. 


In  1913  the  metropolis  contained  39  per  cent,  of  the  whole 
population,  and  the  remainder  of  the  State  61  per  cent. 


At  the  1911  Census,  44  per  cent,  of  the  New  South  Wales 
population  were  members  of  the  Church  of  England  ; 
23  per  cent,  were  Roman  Catholics  ; 9 per  cent,  were 
Methodists  ; 11  per  cent,  were  Presbyterians. 


In  1911  the  population  of  New  South  Wales  in  cities  and  towns 
comprised  69  per  cent.;  the  rural  population,  31  per  cent. 


There  is  no  colour  problem  in  New  South  Wales. 


In  1912  there  were  16,664  marriages  in  New  South  Wales,  th® 
highest  ever  recorded  in  the  State’s  history. 


In  1913  there  were  16,311  marriages. 


The  death-rate  for  New  South  Wales  in  1913  was  only  11.18 
per  thousand. 


The  infants  under  one  year  who  died  numbered  78.3  per 
thousand  births  ; which  shows  a surprising  decrease  on 
the  previous  ten  years. 
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History.  - 


1606  is  the  date  of  the  first  authentic  record  of  the  discovery 
of  Australia. 


During  that  year  the  Dutch  yacht  “ Duyfken  ” explored  the 
Gulf  of  Carpentaria. 


English  exploration  in  Australia  began  with  the  visit  of  Dam 
pier,  the  buccaneer,  in  1688. 


Captain  Cook  explored  the  eastern  coast  in  1770. 


New  South  Wales  was  first  settled  in  1788. 


The  great  road  across  the  Blue  Mountains  was  completed  in 
1815. 


The  transportation  of  convicts  ceased  in  1840. 


Representative  institutions  in  New  South  Wales  date  from 
1842. 


Gold  was  first  discovered  in  1851. 


Responsible  Government  in  New  South  Wales  dates  from  1856. 


International  Exhibitions  were  held  in  Sydney  in  1872  and 
1879. 


In  1885  New  South  Wales  sent  a contingent  of  771  men  to  the 
Soudan. 


During  the  South  African  War  New  South  Wales  sent  con- 
tingents numbering  over  6,000  men  to  assist  the  British 
Army. 


In  1901  New  South  Wales,  Victoria,  Queensland,  South  Aus- 
tralia, Western  Australia  and  Tasmania  united  to  form 
the  Commonwealth  of  Australia. 
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Government 


The  institutions  of  New  South  Wales  are  modelled  on  those  of 
the  United  Kingdom. 


The  British  parliamentary  system  of  government  prevails. 


The  King  is  represented  by  the  Governor. 


There  are  two  Houses  in  the  New  South  Wales  Parliament. 


The  Legislative  Council  (the  Upper  House)  is  a permanent 
body.  Its  members  are  appointed  by  the  Governor  for  life. 


The  Legislative  Assembly  (the  Lower  House)  is  elective. 


It  has  90  members  and  endures  for  three  years. 


In  New  South  Wales  every  man  and  every  woman  over  21 
years  of  age  has  a vote. 


Nobody  has  more  than  one  vote. 


Members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  receive  82,400  per 
annum. 


The  British  Cabinet  system  of  executive  government  obtains 
in  New  South  Wales. 


There  have  been  twenty-three  Parliaments  in  New  South 
Wales  since  the  inauguration  of  responsible  government 
in  May,  1856. 


The  Holman  Ministry  is  the  thirty-fifth  since  1856. 
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Law. 


The  law  of  New  South  Wales  is,  substantially,  the  CommoB 
Law  of  England. 


The  land  law  of  New  South  Wales  is  very  similar  to  that  of 
England. 


In  New  South  Wales,  when  a person  dies  intestate,  owning 
land,  it  is  divided  amongst  his  next  of  kin,  instead  of 
descending  to  the  heir.  The  Public  Trustee  administers 
intestate  estates. 


The  Torrens  system  of  land  registration  in  New  South  Wales 
makes  titles  secure  and  transfers  easy. 


There  is  no  copyhold  tenure  in  New  South  Wales. 


In  New  South  Wales  if  the  parents  of  an  illegitimate  child 
marry,  the  child  is,  upon  registration  by  the  father, 
legitimated  as  from  birth. 


Marriage  with  a deceased  wife’s  sister  is  legal  in  New  South 
Wales. 


There  are  no  game  laws  in  New  South  Wales. 


Vaccination  is  not  compulsory  in  New  South  Wales. 


Early  closing  prevails  in  New  South  Wales,  ensuring  a half 
holiday  every  week  to  all  employees. 


Public-houses  must  be  closed  at  11  p.m.  on  week  days,  and 
altogether  on  Sundays.  They  are  also  closed  during 
polling  hours  of  Parliamentary  elections. 


Children’s  Courts  exist,  to  deal  with  offences  committed  by  or 
upon  children. 


There  are  no  tithes  in  New  South  Wales,  and  no  Church  estab- 
lishment. 
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Old-age  Pensions  & Charities. 


In  New  South  Wales  an  old-age  pension  of  $2.40  per  week  is 
paid  to  indigent  persons,  65  years  of  age,  who  have  resided 
in  the  State  for  25  years  continuously. 


A pension  is  also  paid  to  indigent  persons  over  16  years  of 
age  who  are  permanently  incapacitated  by  sickness  or 
injury. 


There  are  no  poor-rates  and  no  work-houses  in  New  South 
Wales. 


In  New  South  Wales  there  are  140  general  hospitals  for  the 
treatment  of  accidents  and  diseases,  and  numerous  dis- 
pensaries. 


There  are  2,000  medical  practitioners,  1,500  dentists,  and 
1,100  pharmacists. 


The  hospitals  are  liberally  subsidised  by  the  New  South  Wales 
Government. 


Medical  attention  is  available  in  every  district  of  the  State. 


Every  care  is  taken  of  the  aged,  infirm,  and  insane,  and  of 
outcast  children. 


Asylums  exist  for  the  maintenance  of  the  destitute  ; these 
are  nearly  all  aged  or  infirm  persons. 


Every  country  townTof  any  size  throughout  the  State  has  a 
hospital.  Remote  districts  are  catered  for  by  a travelling 
hospital. 


In  the  larger  centres  these  Institutions  are  splendidly  equipped, 
being  replete  with  all  the  most  modern  appliances. 
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Education. 


In  New  South  Wales  children  receive  free  education  at  State 
schools. 


All  children  between  6 and  14  years  of  age  must  attend  a 
State  or  Private  School,  or  receive  instruction. 


In  the  countryjdistriets  centralised  schools  are  established,  to 
which  the  children  are  conveyed  in  suitable  vehicles  free 
of  charge.  School  children  are  also  allowed  to  travel  free 
by  rail  to  the  school  nearest  their  home. 


Travelling  Schools  are  also  provided  for  the  sparsely  populated 
districts. 


The  teaching  in  New  South  Wales  State  Schools  is  non-sectarian. 
General  religious  instruction  is  given,  but  this  is  not 
connected  with  any  particular  religious  organisation. 


Numerous  scholarships  and  bursaries  enable  clever  children  to 
attend  the  secondary  schools,  and  afterwards  the  Univer- 
sity, free  of  cost  to  their  parents  or  guardians. 


At  the  1911  Census,  only  4 per  cent,  of  population  5 years  of 
age  and  over  were  unable  to  read. 


There  are  3,285  State  Schools  in  New  South  Wales. 


The  New  South  Wales  Government  annually  spends  over 
$7,500,000  on  Education,  Science  and  Art. 


There  are  6,732  teachers  at  State  schools — an  increase  of  1,151 
since  1904. 


There  are  half  a million  scholars  attending  State  schools  in 
New  South  Wales. 
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Education — continued. 


There  are  800  private  colleges  and  schools  in  New  South  Wales. 


At  private  schools  there  are  over  3,600  teachers  and  70,000 
scholars. 


In  New  South  Wales,  State-aid  to  denominational  education 
was  abolished  in  1880. 


The  University  of  Sydney  has  144  professors,  lecturers,  and 
demonstrators. 


There  are  1,630  students  at  the  University  of  Sydney. 


Sydney  University  graduates  rank  equally  with  those  of  British 
Universities.  Its  buildings,  well  equipped,  cost  over 
82,500,000. 


Founded  in  1852  by  Wentworth — the  University  has  con- 
ferred 4,104  degrees  to  date. 


All  University  privileges  are  extended  to  women. 


There  are  four  colleges — one  a women’s  college — affiliated 
with  Sydney  University. 


Technical  Education  receives  great  attention  in  New  South 
Wales,  over  8400,000  being  annually  spent  on  it  by  the 
Government. 


Over  15,000  individual  male  and  female  students  attend 
Technical  Colleges  and  Schools  in  New  South  Wales. 


The  State  controls  an  up-to-date  Agricultural  College  and 
numerous  Experiment  Farm  Schools. 
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Education — continued. 


Theoretical  and  practical  instruction  in  agriculture  is  given 
by  experts  at  the  Government  Agricultural  College  and 
Experiment  Farm  Schools  in  New  South  Wales. 


Agricultural  Bureaux,  for  the  collection  and  distribution  of 
information  which  is  likely  to  be  of  value  to  persons 
engaged  in  the  various  branches  of  Agriculture,  have 
been  established  in  all  the  leading  centres  throughout  the 
State. 


The  Australian  and  Technological  Museums  are  visited  by  half 
a million  visitors  annually. 


The  National  Art  Gallery  at  Sydney  contains  paintings,  &e., 
valued  at  8750,000. 


The  Public  Library  in  Sydney  is  for  the  free  use  of  the  people  ; 
it  has  a quarter  of  a million  volumes. 


The  Mitchell  Library  contains  the  finest  collection  of  Australian 
books  and  manuscripts  in  the  world. 


The  Sydney  Municipal  Library  is  a free  public  lending  library. 
It  contains  over  30,000  volumes. 


There  are  over  400  Schools  of  Art  in  New  South  Wales. 


The  first  New  South  Wales  newspaper  wras  printed  in  1803. 


To-day  over  500  newspapers  are  registered  at  Sydney  for 
transmission  by  post. 
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Posts  and  Telegraphs. 


There  are  2,000  Post  Offices  in  New  South  Wales. 


Nearly  200,000,000  letters  and  post-cards,  and  about  70,000,000 
newspapers  were  transmitted  in  1913. 


Packets  and  parcels  posted  numbered  35,000,000. 


The  number  of  telegrams  delivered  from  the  General  Post 
Office,  Sydney,  during  1912,  was  1,159,033.  For  the 
whole  State  the  total  was  6,364,990. 


The  land  postal  routes  in  New  South  Wales  measure  over 
40,000  miles,  which  is  more  than  double  the  mileage  of 
1875. 


The  first  Mail  Steamer  from  England  arrived  in  New  South 
Wales  in  1853. 


Mail  matter  is  carried  from  New  South  Wales  to  Europe  in 
fine  steamers  at  least  twice  every  week. 


Over  300,000  cable  and  wireless  messages  were^sent  from 
New  South  Wales  in  1913. 


New  South  Wales  and  New  Zealand  were  connected  by  cable 
in  1876. 


The  Government  owns  all  telegraphs  and  telephones  in  New 
South  Wales. 
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Costs  and  Telegraphs — continued. 


The  first  telegraph  station  in  New  South  Wales  was  opened 
26th  January,  1858  ; in  1912  there  were  1,384. 


Sydney  and  Melbourne  were  connected  by  telegraph  in  1858, 
and  by  telephone  in  1907. 


The  net  revenue  of  the  New  South  Wales  Post  Office  was 
88,140,885  in  1912. 


Over  100,000  miles  of  telegraph  and  telephone  wire  are  in 
use  in  New  South  Wales — more  than  double  the  mileage 
of  1901. 


$2  ,569,470  was  spent  on  construction  of  new  telephone, 
telegraph  and  wireless  works  in  New  South  Wales  during 
1913. 


There  are  53,914  telephones  in  use  throughout  New  South 
Wales. 


The  telephone  system  has  been  and  is  being  further  extended 
to  country  centres  annually. 


Money  Orders  valued  at  $16,295,060  were  issued  in  New  South 
Wales  in  1912. 


$6,520,830  of  Postal  Notes  were  paid  in  1912— more  than 
double  the  value  of  the  1904  payments. 
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Shipping. 


The  New  South  Wales  Shipping  tonnage,  exclusive  of  coastal 
trade,  in  1913  was  16,575,715.  In  1903  it  was  8,930,564 
tons. 


3,524  vessels,  of  a total  tonnage  of  8,401,885,  entered  from 
outside  the  State  in  1913.  The  clearances  were  3,421 
vessels  totalling  8,173,830  tons. 


The  British  tonnage  entered  in  New  South  Wales  ports  was 
2,817  vessels  of  6,619,552  tons. 


The  Foreign  tonnage  entered  was  576  vessels  of  1,497,949 
tons. 


3,130  Steamers  and  263  Sailing  Vessels  entered  New  South 
Wales  in  1913. 


The  percentage  of  shipping  tonnage  entered  and  cleared  was — 
British,  81.4  ; and  Foreign,  18.6. 


Of  total  tonnage,  38  per  cent,  came  from  the  United  Kingdom. 


In  1913  there  entered  and  cleared  the  Port  of  Sydney,  9,018,785 
tons  of  shipping. 


1,141  vessels  are  on  the  New  South  Wales  Shipping  Registers. 


At  Government  Shipping  OfFiees  34,724  engagements  were 
registered,  and  2,483  licenses  to  ship  issued. 
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Shipping — continued. 


Sydney  has  lour  large  graving  docks,  five  floating  docks,  and 
five  patent  slips.  Any  class  of  shipping  repairs  can  be 
done  expeditiously.  Warships  for  the  Australian  Fleet 
are  also  being  constructed  in  Sydney. 


The  wharves  of  Sydney,  with  fine  sheds,  are  very  extensive, 
and  afford  good  accommodation. 


At  Newcastle  full  provision  is  made  for  the  quick  loading  of 
coal. 


At  Sydney  wheat  is  expeditiously  put  into  ships,  the  railway 
trucks  running  on  the  wharf  alongside. 


The  coasting  trade  of  the  State,  with  Sydney  as  headquarters, 
is  large.  In  1913,  7,119  vessels,  whose  net  tonnage 
aggregated  1,845,616,  entered  port. 


Sydney  Harbour  Ferry  traffic  is  enormous.  30,000,000 
passengers  were  transported  in  1913  without  serious 
accident. 


The  coastal  service  of  steamers  is  excellent,  with  reasonable 
fares  and  freights. 


The  coast  and  harbour  entrances  of  New  South  Wales  are 
well  lighted  : there  are  70  lighthouses  and  lights. 


The  Macquarie  Lighthouse,  at  Sydney,  is  one  of  the  finest  in 
the  world.  The  light  is  easily  visible  26  miles  at  sea. 


Railways  and  Tramways. 


The  New  South  Wales  Hallways  and  Tramways  are  owned  by 
the  people. 


The  Railway  business  is  conducted  primarily  for  the  public 
benefit,  profit-earning  being  a secondary  consideration. 


The  first  Government  Railway  in  New  South  Wales  was  opened 

in  1855, 


The  miles  of  railway  open  in  New  South  Wales  on  the  30th 
June,  1913,  were  3,930,  as  against  339  in  1870. 


The  gross  earnings  of  the  New  South  Wales  Railways  for  the 
year  ended  30th  June,  1913,  were  $33,744,925,  as  against 
$1,535,710  in  1870. 


The  working  expenses  for  the  same  year  were  $23,224,405,  as 
against  $1,030,015  in  1870, 


The  net  earnings  for  the  year  ended  30th  June,  1913,  were 
$10,520,520,  as  against  $505,695  in  1870, 


The  total  capital  expended  on  railway  lines  open  for  traffic 
in  New  South  Wales  on  30th  June,  1913,  was  $288,268,890, 
and  the  net  earnings  per  train  mile  $G.52£. 


During  the  year  ended  30th  June,  1913,  79,490,012  passengers 
were  carried  on  the  New  South  Wales  railways,  as  against 
776,707  in  1870. 


The  tonnage  of  goods  and  live  stock  carried  during  the  year 
ended  30th  June,  1913,  was  11,666,2*9.  as  against  766,523 
in  1870.

The  earnings  from  coaching  traffic  on  the  New  South  Wales 
railways  during  the  year  ended  30th  June,  1913,  were 
$15,193,855,  as  against  $589,270  in  1870. 


The  earnings  from  goods  traffic  during  the  year  ended  30th 
June,  1913,  were  $18,551,070,  as  against  $946,440  in 
1870. 


The  train  mileage  totalled  19,184,247  during  the  year  ended 
30th  June,  1913,  as  against  901,139  in  1870. 


The  net  profits  per  train  mile  during  the  year  ended  30th  June, 
1913,  were  $0.52  J. 


The  percentage  of  working  expenses  to  gross  earnings  during 
the  year  ended  30th  June,  1913,  was  68.82. 


On  the  30th  June,  1913,  there  were  208  miles  of  tramways 
open  in  New  South  Wales,  as  against  4 in  1880. 


During  the  year  ended  30th  June,  1913,  the  tramway  miles 
run  totalled  26,954,767. 


The  capital  expended  on  tramway  lines  open  for  traffic  on 
30th  June,  1913,  was  $33,496,525,  as  against  $301,090 
in  1880 


294,455,452  passengers  were  carried  during  the  twelve  months. 


The  net  earnings  from  New  South  Wales  Government  Tram- 
ways during  the  year  ended  30th  June,  1913,  were  $911,880, 
as  against  S27.680  in  1880. 


The  percentage  of  profit  to  capital  invested,  during  the  year 
ended  30th  June,  1913,  was  2.94,  while  the  average 
interest  on  the  public  debt  for  the  same  period  was  3.64 
per  cent.

The  net  revenue  of  New  South  Wales  for  the  year  ended  30th 
June,  1913,  was  $80,286,490, 


Of  this  total  Governmental  receipts  amounted  to  $31,804,870, 
and  business  undertakings  by  the  State,  $48,481,820. 


Thirteen  years  previously  the  net  revenue  of  New  South  Wales 
was  $49,868,680. 


Incomes  under  $1,200  are  exempt  from  taxation  in  New  South 
Wales  ; a further  exemption  of  $240  for  each  child  under 
16  years  is  also  allowed,  in  addition  to  other  concessions. 


Municipal  taxation,  compared  with  the  United  Kingdom,  is 
exceedingly  light. 


The  citizens  of  New  South  Wales  are  amongst  the  most  lightly 
taxed  people  in  the  world. 


New  South  Wales  receives  $6  oer  head  of  population  from  the 
Commonwealth  Government  annually,  in  common  with 
the  five  other  States. 


The  Land  revenue  received  for  the  year  ended  80th  June,  1912, 
amounted  to  $8,687,115. 


From  the  Railways  and  Tramways  a sum  of  $42,721,880  was 

received. 


The  sum  of  $2,261,220  was  received  from  the  Sydney  Harbour 
Trust.

The  collections  of  the  Metropolitan  and  Hunter  District  Water 
Supply  and  Sewerage  Boards  totalled  $3,498,720, 


The  Business  Undertakings  of  the  Government  of  New  South 
Wales  comprise  the  Railways  and  Tramways,  Sydney 
Harbour  Trust,  and  the  Metropolitan  and  Hunter  District 
Water  Supply  and  Sewerage  Boards. 


After  paying  working  expenses  and  providing  interest  on  loan 
capital,  the  Business  Undertakings  of  New  South  WTales 
showed  a net  profit  during  the  financial  year  1912-13  of 
$998,815. 


The  Public  Debt  of  New  South  Wales  on  the  30th  June,  1913, 
amounted  to  $530,853,735. 


Over  80  per  cent,  of  the  moneys  borrowed  by  New  South 
Wales  have  been  laid  out  in  works  that  are  directly 
revenue-producing.  The  balance  has  been  expended  in 
developing  the  State's  resources. 


The  profit  on  the  Government  Business  Undertakings  now 
pays  the  whole  of  the  annual  interest  bill. 


Up  to  30th  June,  1913,  a sum  of  $541,082,040  was  expended 
from  loans  on  the  Public  Works  of  New  South  Wales. 


$297,241,695  has  been  devoted  to  Railways  ; $35,873,480  to 
Tramways  ; $87,463,885  to  Water  and  Sewerage  Works 
and  Water  Conservation. 


Harbours  and  Rivers  Navigation  have  been  responsible  for 
$53,773,060  ; and  Public  Buildings,  $32,718,605.

In  1913  there  were  17  Banks  operating  in  New  South  Wales, 
with  a total  paid-up  capital  of  $120,987,750, 


These  Banks  have  now  between  600  and  700  branches  open. 


The  total  assets  of  the  New  South  Wales  Banks  in  December, 
1913,  amounted  to  $320,233,640. 


Of  this  amount,  $67,464,355  represented  coin,  while 
$234,280,830  consisted  of  advances  and  discounts. 


The  total  deposits  in  these  Banks  on  the  same  date  were 
$294,341,045,  compared  with  8162,889,305  in  1903. 


The  total  clearances  at  the  Banks  Exchange  Settlement  Office 
during  1913  amounted  to  $1,743,705,875. 


In  1903  the  amount  was  only  $893,188,540,  the  increase 
during  the  past  decade  being  no  less  than  $850,517,335.

The  deposits  in  New  South  Wales  per  head  of  population  in 
1913  amounted  to  $83.84  ; in  1903  the  amount  per  head 
was  only  $41.82.

This  represents  nearly  $240  per  inhabitant.  Thirteen  years 
ago  the  corresponding  amount  was  only  $155.84. 


In  New  South  Wales  there  are  16  permanent  building,  land, 
and  investment  societies,  with  assets  totalling  $5,000,000, 
and  82  Starr-Bowkett  societies,  whose  assets  exceed 
$2,500,000. 


There  are  36  registered  co-operative  societies  in  New  South 
Wales,  with  total  assets  exceeding  $1,750,000. 


In  New  South  Wales  there  are  66  friendly  societies,  with  1,769 
branches,  167,108  members,  and  $7,629,545  in  funds. 


In  1912  the  total  number  of  life  assurance  policies  in  force  in 
New  South  Wales  was  310,000. 


The  gross  amount  assured  (including  bonuses)  was  $200,000,000, 
and  the  annual  premium  income  $7,000,000. 


The  Are  insurance  in  the  Metropolitan  area  at  the  close  of 
1913  exceeded  $450,000,000,  being  an  increase  of  about 
50  per  cent,  on  the  figures  for  1899. 
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Local  Government 


There  are  189  municipalities  in  New  South  Wales,  covering 
an  area  of  1,914,753  acres. 


In  1913  the  improved  capital  value  exceeded  $600,000,000, 
In  1912  the  amount  was  8580,000,000. 


The  assessed  annual  value  of  the  New  South  Wales  munici- 
palities for  1913  was  approximately  850,000,000,  compared 

with  840,000,000  in  1912. 


There  is  an  excellent  water  supply  for  the  City  of  Sydney  and 
Suburbs,  also  in  most  of  the  large  country  towns. 


The  total  capacity  of  the  metropolitan  reservoirs  is  over  30,000 

million  gallons. 


A splendid  sewerage  system  has  been  constructed  in  the 
Metropolitan  area  of  New  South  Wales.

The  Hotel  Kosciusko,  a modern  spa,  at  an  altitude  of  6,000  feet, 
with  tennis  courts,  croquet  lawn,  and  golf  links,  is  an  ideal 
sanatorium  and  tourist  headquarters.

The  annual  cost  of  roads  and  bridges  in  New  South  Wales  is 
over  $2,000,000. 


The  Hawkesbury  Railway  Bridge  is  2,900  feet  long,  supported 
by  six  piers  each  on  caissons  of  depths  from  101  feet  to 
162  feet — the  deepest  foundation  of  any  railway  bridge  in 
the  world.
